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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the amendment to claim 16 directed to an embodiment where the strands of the dsRNA are chemically linked 
would require a new search and/or consideration of prior art. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants traverse the new matter rejection by 
arguing that the instant specification provides support for the claims at page 4, which contemplates dsRNAs having non-linked strands. 
Regardless of the disclosure at page 4, the claimed embodiment of a length of 21 nucleotides appears only in the context of a covalent 
linkage between the strands. Applicants assert that based on the disclosure on page 4 the limitation that the strands are not linked need 
not rely on In re Wertheim, however applicants have previously cited Wertheim as the basis for narrowing the claims to the currently recited 
length. 

Applicants provide additional arguments that repeat those made in the previous response. Since these arguments have been addressed in 
the final rejection, they will not be repeated here. 



Applicants traverse the 102 rejections by arguing that these rejections based on the incorrect priority date of July 2, 2003. This is not 
persuasive because the new matter rejection has not been overcome and the application is not entitled to the priority date of January 29, 
2000. 
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
